Rcoefyfit Sends Message to Dowager
Empress of China,

Commercial Pacific Cable Company
were , lu communication by the
new cable on lust Tuesday. Mes¬
sage« between Hie Prekldenl of
tbe United Slater: and Em-
vrctjig ikiway/r n( China have hroi
exchanged.
The laying of this cable finishes

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way of O tin in ami Midway. Nearly
10,0.00 mill's (.i submarine entile have
heeii made ami laid in an average
depth of 21110 fathoms Hie grealesl

'mill's.

Tin- laying of ihe cable to
Chliin was delayed iy ihe pollHeal
iiphr-uvel in China and later hy the
war bei \V£OIl Japan and Russia. AI-
Ier ihe I rearty of Portsmouth the
work was taken up again ami the
United St i'es Is now in eoinmiiiiiea-
lioii with Its PricUie ocean posses¬
sions and with China hy means of
the rahle of an American Company,
operated hy American operators and
touching only American soil as de¬
sired hy the government, at Wash¬
ington.
The China end of the etilde

fro .Manila Is laid far up into the
estuary of Hie Ya.ngglse Klang. The
cable ship which laid the main pnrt.
of the cable was unable lo irinnuoev-
rc in the estuary, therefore for ca¬
ble already luid was cut and 'buoyed
and ihe cable ship proceeded to Won-
sung where an Intermediate type of
ci.t'do designed for shoaling waters
was transferred to a similar ship.
Also the heavy shore end was trans¬

ferred io a lighter. The difficulties
encountered In laying the short cud
were somewhat unusual owing to the
shallowness of ihe Water, the neces¬

sity of accurate location ami the un¬
favorable character of the weather
which prevailed during the opera¬
tion's. The shore end is led into a
hut. i«t. Pnoshan. From Padshah the
line is continued by undorgropnil
wires to the Commercial "Pacific
Company's office in the city, of
Shanghai, the principal port of cen¬
tral China, in the immediate neigh¬
borhood of Ihe richest silk and tea
districts and the distributing point
for the whole of the Yniiglse valley
wllh its one hundred and fifty mil¬
lions of population.
About a million tons of American

shipping enters and clears (here an¬
nually.
The same organirntlon., and the

methods that have not only met but
have anticipated the requirements
of the public for cabling faclillties
between Europe and America Is ap-
piled to' these Pacific cables.

Mr. Ceo. O. Ward, vice-president
and General Manager of all the Com-
mer<'ia] Cables is now In the Far
Iva«I to confer with the government
officials of China and to Inspect the
in-w cable stations.
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
